LOED AND LADY BROOKE. 

Everybody is talking of Lord and Lady 
Brooke. All gossip aside, the relations be- 
tween the pair have been little more than 
formal for several months past, and they 
have not usually answered the invitations of 
royalty together. It is rumored that Lord 
Brooke has in his possession letters nearly as 
interesting as those in the Mordaunt case, 
written by the Prince of Wales, and which 
call for clear definition of the line between 
platonic affection and the seventh com- 
mandment. Lady Brooke has lately shown a 
desire to win back her husband, who will, in 
all probability, soon be the Earl of Warwick, 
and but for the baccarat scandal she might 
have succeeded. That raised such a storm of 
denunciation in which Lady Brooke’s name 
held a prominent place, that Lord Brooke is 
thoroughly disgusted, and will no longer play 
the part of complaisant husband to his 
beautiful wife. Both of them are independent 
as to property, Lady Brooke having @con- 
siderabie tnherited estate near Colchester. 

CUMMING’S MEAXS. 

A friend of Sir William Gordon-Cumming 
has written a letter saying that to remove a 
possibie misapprehension it was desirable to 
state that Sir William is entirely independent 
of any fortune that his bride may bring him, 
andisableto meet the costs of the recent 
trial without serious impairment of his es- 
tate; that Lady Cumming has not married a 
‘*‘Chateau en Espagne’’ and will, as custom- 
ary among Americans and Britons, retain en- 
tire conduct of her property; that sir Wiil- 
iam’s proposed visit to America will not be 
connected with getting a portion of his wife’s 
estate under his controil,as he is under no 
such necessity, and in the opinion of the 
writer the loss of the society of the Prince of 
Wales will be amply repaid to Sir William by 
increased ability to live within his means.

Explaining What Bardsley Did With 
the Vast Sums He Stole.

BROKER YARD THE KEY TO THE SE- 


CRET OF THE GREAT CRASH. 


How Yard Involved the Keystone Bank 
and Treasurer Bardsley in His Big 
Speculative Ventures—The Real ‘‘Nig- 
ger in the Woodpile’—A Promised 
Statement. 


New York, June 16.—A morning paper pub- 
lishes the following special dispatch from 
Philadelphia: Uniess the indications of yes- 
terday’s developments in the Bardsley case 
are deceptive, the investigation is probably 
close to finding the whole remarkable story. 
The puzzle of what Bardsley did with ail the 
vast sums of money he stole is not likely to 
be a puzzle much longer, if any dependence 
can be placed upon the apparent signification 
of what came out yesterday, for it offers an 
explanation adequate to cover every point. 
Accoraing to these indications, it was not 
politics, nora desire to enrich his friends, 
nor any other of those improbable causes that 
have been suggested, but a sort of blind pool 
in Southern speculations that wrecked the 
Keystone Bank. The center of the pooland 
the chief actor in the whole story is alleged to 
be H. H. Yard, now under arrest at Trenton, 
N.J. The city authorities believe that in 
him they have the key tothe whole situation. 
Yard has been known for a long time asa 
faring and generally successful speculator. 
He had operated with profit on the stock 
market and in real estate, and about a 
year ago he turned his attention to Southern 
investments. This was just at the time 
that Emglish capitalists were putting so 
much money into the South. 

THE COLUMBIA IROF CO. 

Yard found at a place called Liberty, in the 
southwestern part of Virginia, an abandoned 
tron district, two oid disused furnaces anda 
lot of other property belonging to a partly 
moribund concern known as the Columbia 
Liberty Iron Oo. He bought up all this 
property, including 18,000 acres of land and 
an tron mine that had not been worked for 
years. Then he set about to develop his 
purchase for the market. He organized the 
Liberty Furnace Co. witha capital of %500,- 
000, of which $490,000 was paid in, and a 
bonded indebdtedness of $200,000 more. He 
next proceeded to open up the country. 
He made a contract between himself 
and the Liberty Furnace Co., himself 
as contractor, for most of the improve- 
ments. He built twelve miles of railroad to 
connect the furnaces with a through line, he 
opened the mines, cut down forests, started 
towns,in the neighborhood of which he 
bought large quantities of real estate, and by 
fall had the whole property ready for sale at 
a big advance to the first English syndicate 
that should come along with a fat pocket- 
book. But just at that time came the Baring 
Bros. collapse and the stringency in the 
money market. The English syndicate sud- 
denly dropped out of sight. The Liberty 
Furnace Oo. was not in a position to carry on 
the work itself. Yard was left with all the 
improvementson his hands in a property 
practically unsalable. So much for Yard. 

PRESIDENT MARSH. 

The next linkin the chain is President 
Marsh of the Keystone National Bank. It is 
known that Marsh was singularly and com- 
pletely umder Yard’s control. They were 
close and intimate friends. Marsh was 4a 
feeble man, without a will of his own, who 
had come up without merit, and nobody 
knows how, froma subordinate position in 
the bank to its presidency. Yard was a bold, 
dashing, aggressive fellow, with nerve and 
push, and he did as he pleased with the other 
man. He pleased to have iarge loans from 
the bank and he got them. He pleased to 
overdraw his account there many thousands 
of dollars and he did so. On the cay of the 
run he pleased to put $28,000 of his own 
checks in the bank, which were subsequently 
found to be worthiess, and he was pleased to 
have such other ioanings that the bank has 
now aciaim of $130,000 against him. These 
things are known. It is aiso known that 
Marsh loaned out great sums to somebody, 
and the supposition is that the somebody was 
Yard. Now Bardsley comes into the tale. 
There is reason to believe that it has been 
more or less of a custom with city treasurers 
in days gone by to loan out thecity’s money, 
although the law does forbid it. There 
is reason to believe that before Bards- 
ley became Treasurer he made up his 
mind that if he was elected this is 
just what he would do. He was heavily 
in debt, he knew a good deal about financier- 
ing, he wasin a set of money-making men 
who were accustomed to big profits on their 
speculations. He had every temptation and 
nothing to restrain him. Probably a year 
ago was the time when he began to get 
largely ip arrears with his public accounts. 
He was intimately connected with Marsh, 
and had accommodated Marsh’s bank with 
deposits in excess of the legal limit. If there 
should have been presented to him a scheme 
by which all his losses and shortages could be 
covered and he be left a rich man, it isa 
plausible theory that he would have accepted 
the opportunity. 

USING PUBLIC FUNDS. 

The city authorities are believed now to 
think that the opportunity was Yard’s 
Southern venture, and it was broached Bards- 
ley through Marsh, who probably knew all 
about the City Treasurer’s straits. All that 
Bardsley had to do was to turn overthe public 
funds to Marsh. All Marsh had todo was to 
loan the money either through the bank or 
personally to Yard. All Yard had todo was 
to getthe Virginia property into shape for

THE AEREST OF THE WEALTHY DUCHESS OF 
CASTRO EXNEIGNEZ. 
Maprip, June 16.—The Duchess of Castro 
Enrignez, who is under arrest for maitreat- 
| ment of a maid servant, was arrested while 
dining in her splendid palace in the Calle 
Arenal. She was taken to prison inacab 
late at night in order to avoid violent Gemon- 
strations which otherwise might have been 
made against her. Ball was refused the 
Duchess, but she was permitted to have her 
children with her in the common jall. The 
ill-treated servant is a child, who was en- 
gaged from a fondling hospital to serve in the 
Duchess’ bousehold. The girl fied from her 
employer after four days of ill-usage, being 
found in the streets by the police, covered 
with bruises and sores. The paiace servants 
have testified to ill usage from the Duchess, 
who is described as ‘‘wealthy, eccentric and 
bad-temperd.’’ She was separated from her 
husband a few years ago. 


GENERAL FOREIGN. 


PRESIDENT DA FONSECA’S SPEECH—THE RIOTS 
IN CHINA. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, June 16.—President da Fon- 
seca at the opening of Parliament yesterday 
made an optimistic speech in which he aweit 
upon the good relations which exist between 
Brazil and ail foreign powers.

1860 he told Mrs. Cameron that he intended to 
gO to Richmond, Va., where he had con- 
tracted for the building of a church, Cam- 
eron Kissed his wife and little ones good-bye 
and left Pottsville. In afew weeks his wife 
received a letter from him inclosing $20, 
and later %$%, and then $10, which was 
the last money or letter sent her. The fam- 
ily waited and wondered when the father 
would return. One day after the battle of 
Bull Ron word reached Mrs. Cameron that 
her husband had been stabbed to the heart in 
a gambling den in the capital of the Confed- 
eracy. Later on the supposed widow and 
family moved to Greenback, where she mar- 
ried William Madden, @ young miner. Three 
years later Madden was killed on the railroad 
and about three years ago the woman moved 
to this place and started a boarding-house. 
One son, Wallace, lives with her. On Satur- 
day last, while Mrs, Madden was standing on 
her front stoop waiting for her son to come 
to dinner, a stranger appeared and asked if 
Mrs. Charles Cameron lived in Shamokin. 
The woman started, and the man was about 
to repeat the question whenMrs. Madden 
told him to leave. The stranger attempted 
to enter the house. He was refused ad- 
mission and finally satd: 

**Don’t you know me, Mary? I am Charles, 
your husband, and I have come to beg for- 
giveness.’’ 

Then he went over a number of incidents 
occurring during thetr happy honeymoonand 
satisfied her that he was no impostor, but 
she shut the door tm his face. Then Cameron 
went to his son Simon, who recognized him 
and took the aged wanderer in.

THE “BIG THREE.” 


Sherman, McKinley fand Foraker Run 
ning the Columbus Convention. 


A CUT-AND-DRIED PROGRAMME FOR THE 
OHIO REPUBLICANS.

Ex-Gov. Foraker and His Prien@s Force a 
Concession From the Sherman Men— 
Gen. Asa. Bushnell Made Permanent 
Chairman of the Convention—General 
Political News,| 


COLUMBUS, O., June 16.—The most e¢ritical 
Campaign in the history of Ohio politics 
opened to-day when the gavel fell on one of 
the largest and most enthustastic Republican 
conventions the Buckeye Commonwealth has 
ever known. Theimportance of the result 
of this campaign, not only to the State but to 
the nation, is fully realized by the typical 
**Ohio man’’ to-day and all the artifices and 
devices known to modern politics will doubt- 
less be exerted by both parties to win a fa- 
vorable verdict from the people in November 
next. With the election of Gov. Campbell to 
the gubernatorial chair twofyears ago, the 
Democrats won a most decisive victory in 
the Buckeye State, and the struggle which 
the Republicans have now begun to 
redeem Ohio to their party will only be 
equalled by the herculean efforts which the 
Democracy of the State and Nation will exert 
to retain the vantage already won in this 
quasi-pivotal State of the Union. It is felt, 
though no one explains why, that as Ohio 
goes this year so ft will go in the presidential 
election of 1802, and it is this feeling which 
with many amounts almost to conviction 
that makes to-day’s convention an event, as 
its temporary chairman remarked, ‘‘which 
will make history in this great common- 
wealth.’’ The nomination of Wm. McKinley, 
ex-Congressman and author of the tariff 
law, for the high office of 
Governor, has been a foregone conclusion for 
some weeks and made the convention, which 
opened with somuch enthusiasm and good 
feeling to-day, rathera love feast than one 
of those contentious political gatherings 
which engender strife and {ll-will so fatal to 
party success. The re-nomination by the 
Democrats of Gov. James E. Campbell for 
another term is also a prediction safely war- 
ranted by the signs inthe political sky, and 
the contest for the next four months wil] be 
between McKinley and Oampbell, the candi. 
dates for the other State offices being almost 
lost from sight inthe great interest which 
centers In the leaders. 

SHERMAN, M’KINLEY, FORAKER. 

There were three conspicuous figures in 
to-day’s convention—three men who in pub- 
lic estimation tower far above their fellows, 
whose appearance was invariably the signa! 
for applause, cheers and wildest salutation, 
and, yet, withal, men who bore their honors 
meekly and whose very modesty and reserve 
calied forth increased pubic appreciation. 
The effrontery of the typical Ohio man was 
not exemplified to-day in her three favorable 
candidates,-Sherman, McKinley and Fora- 
ker. Of the ‘‘big four,’’ as these men, with 
Foster, have been irreverently or jocularly 
termed by the Ohio men for some time past, 
no one appeared to receive or, indeed, to 
seek for more homage than his 
fellows. They have not always been closely 
associated as factions go, 
and to-day’s division of the honors and strict 
reserve were perhaps much the result of 
tacit preunderstanding on the part of these 
three distinguished party leaders. 

It was arranged early this morning that 
there should be no Gisputes over the organ- 
ization of the convention. For some days 
many of his admirers have been insisting 
that the eminently proper thing to do was to 
select Senator John Sherman as temporary 
chairman of the convention. 

Kight here the first serious dispute arose. 
The ambition of ex-Gov. Foraker to succeed 


Sherman in the United States Senate should -

NOT BE OVERLOOEED. 
FALLEN THROUGH. 


The Gas and Electric Companies Will 
Not Cozsolidate. 


THE APPLICATION MADE FOR AN IR- 
JUNCTION WITHDRAWS TO-DAY. 


Stockholders Who Filed the Suit to En- 
join the Gas and Electric Light Compa- 
nies Combining Learn of the Failure to 
Agree and Withdraw the Suit—The 
Stock Goes Up. 


The injunction suit brought tn the Circuit 
Court to restrain the consolidation of the 
LacieGe Gas-Light Co. and the Municipal 
Electric Lighting Co., which was set for 
hearing to-day in Judge Withrow’s court, 
was Gismissed bythe plaintf’s attorneys, 
Reynolds & Lewis. The sult was brought by 
John H. Blessing, one of the stockholders tn 
Laclede Gas-light Co., who alleged that the 
absorption of the Municipal Electric Light- 
ing Oo. by the Laclede Gas Oo. would 
Operate as an injury tohis stock. A tem- 
porary restraining order was granted by 
Judge Withrow when the sult was instituted, 
and the hearing set fer to-day. 
| When court convened at W o’clock this 
morning Mr. Matt Reynolds appeared and 
Stated to the Court that he wished to dismiss 
the proceedings as he had information to the 
effect thatthe causes which led to the fling 
of the case no longer existed. Judge With- 
row itherefore. made an order dismissing the 
case, which was placed on record. 

WHY THE CASE WAS DISMISSED. 

Mr. Reynolds was seen by a Post-DrsraTcH 
reporter and asked regarding the reasons for 
having the case dismissed. ‘*Because,’’ said 
Mr. Reynolds, ‘‘the comsolidation has’ been 
abandoned. We don’t care how it was 
thwarted, so long es itt was done. This 

I received a letter from Prosecuting 
Attorney Ashiey Clover, in whose name the 
sult was Drought, stating that om yesterday 
the contract Detween the Laciede Gas-Light 
Oo. and tBe Municipal Electric Light- 
ing Co., concerning which the sult was 
brought had been abandoned.

Mr. John H. Blessing of Gaylord & Biless- 
ing Said the sult Bac been dismissed because 
the stockholders had learned that the deal 
had falien through. ‘“‘We have been 
reagdy to on with the case for a 
month, but the defendants asked for several 
continuances,’* said Mr. Blessing. ‘‘In jus- 
tice to the Laclede Gas-Light Co. stock- 
hoiders, we flied suit to prevent the con- 
solidation of the gas company with the 
electric light company, which is 
heaviiy burdened with lens and 
mortgages and that would, of course, depre- 
Clate the value of the gasstock. As soon as 
we saw that the negotiations between the 
two companies were of we dismissed. the 
suit, as they could then file an affidavit, stat- 
ing that there was no truth in the allegations 
made tn our petition, and thus leave us with- 
out a cause of action.”’

all the rights of the Thompson- Houston and 
Westinghaus companies’ patents and enjoy 
the rights of all their auxiliary companies.

WASHINGTON PARK IN TROUBLE. 

Cuicaco, June 16.—There is likely to be 
some trouble between the Washington Park 
Driving Club and the city authorities before 
or soon after the opening of the summer rac- 
ing season. The ordinances require that for 
an entertainment of that character an amuse- 
ment license costing $200 betakenout. Last 
year, which was the first the Washington 
Park grounds were within the city limits, the 
club dic not take out a license. Deputy Col- 
lector Barrett explained thatthe club had 
been notified to get a license, but the season 
was over before the city authorities knew 
that the club did not intend to pay. 
**‘Bat they will bave to pay 8400 this 
year before they begin,’’ said Mr. Barrett.

Some were carried 
to theirtrains on stretchers, while others 
came to the depot om crutches and wheeled 
chairs. 

Father Molliager was a very busy man yes- 
terday. Aboutone thousand of his patients 
were escorted into his presence before their 
departure for his final blessing. He will not 
complete the religious feature of his treat- 
ment until Wednesday. While a great ma- 
jority of the patients have been but little 
benefited, others report what seem like 
almost miraculous cures.

SECRETARY FOSTER AND THE BUREAU 
OF PRINTING AND ENGRAVING. 


An Arrangement to Give Discharged Men 
a Chance to Be Re-Employed—Postal 
Changes in Missouri— Washington 
News. 


WasHInotTor, D. C., June 16.—Much inter- 
est has been manifested in labor and other 
circles in regard to the recent action of the 
Secretary of the Treasury in the matter of 
charges against the Chief of the Bureau of 
Printing and Engraving for discharging 
seven plate printers, made by Messrs. Hayes 
and Devlin of the Executive Committee of 
the Knights of Labor. Soon after Mr. Foster 
became Secretary the gentlemen of the com- 
mittee named called on him and presented 
charges against Chief Meridith, of which the 
latter had been exonerated after an in- 
vestigation ordered by Secretary Windom. 
Secretary Foster, desiring to be entirely fair 
signified his willingness to havethe matter 
looked into again but at the same time he 
expressed the hope that the matter might be 
adjusted. Witha view ofsettling the dimfi- 
culty between the Enights and the bureau 
he gave the subject his most eranest atten- 
tion and after a number of interviews finally 
submitted the folowing proposition: 


Coming into the de atthe Secretary found 
a@ certain condition of things, the fect that seven 
former employes of the Bureau of ng and 
Printing had hese dropped from the pay rolls by his 

redecessor. The action was taken after an exam- 
nation of the subject while the facts were all fresh 
and while the parties in interest wereall present. 
He Geciines to enter into past controversy with a 

stble view of reversing pest action. 

Tpon representations and assurances by these 
discharged men both the chief of the bureau and the 
Secre are ae to regard them entirely without 
prejudice because of past events, and to é e them 
on the same basis as other applicants or employ- 
mentin the bureau, and to treatthem wpon their 
merits as plate-printers and as men, they to make 
application, and to be given placesas chance print- 
= oss once, and to succeed to presses in regu- 
ar order. 


This proposition was rejected by Messrs. 
Hayes and Deviin. They insisted that the 
seven discharged men should be reinstated 
to the places they formerly held. The cus- 
tom ofthe bureau when appointments are 
made in excess of the number required is to 
place the extra men on the roll as chance 
printers and from this number to make selec- 
tions in regular order to succeed to presses. 
Secretary Foster is of the opinion that 
it would be unfair and unwise to 
reinstate the discharged men to 
their old places and thus displace seven 
other men now holding them. He, however, 
promised to Hayes and Devliinthat in view 
of the fact that within the next six weeks a 
large number of printers would be required at 
the Bureau of Printing and Engraving, their 
men within that time should be given 
presses. The Secretary says that the propo- 
sition is still open to the printers 
imterested, but he suggests that if 
prompt application is not made by them ,they 
may not De able to secure the presses prom- 
ised within the time stated. During the sev- 
eral conferences between the of 
the Treasury and Messrs. Hayes and Deviin 
the best of feeliug prevailed, and the com- 
mittee, it is said, no doubt rejected the prop- 
osition because of their belief that it was not 
enough of a surrender.

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POLITICS AND CRIME. 


The statement that there is no politics in 
the Keystone Bank frauds requires amend- 
ment. There is no politics in crime, but 
in the accessory facilities there may be 
a great deal of politics, and there never 
was acase of crime in which there was 
more partisan politics to the square inch 
than in the Keystone Bank frauds and the 
accompanying treasury looting. 

It was exclusively a Republican ring 
affair from start to finish. Nobody but 
Republican bosses high up in the manage- 
ment of the party machine had any hand 
in it, got any whack at the plunder, or 
held any official position in which 
an honest officer, uninfluenced by a 
party machine, might have exposed the 
rottenness of the looted bank and pre- 
vented the looters from sweeping $1,500,000 
of State and city money into the 
‘‘cracked’’ safes of the bank. 

The State officers whose neglect of their 
sworn duties was equivalent to criminal 
connivance at Treasurer BARDSLEY’S em- | 
bezzlements, were products of the same 
party machine that put BARDSLEY into 
office with charges of forgery and financial 
crookedness hanging over him.

Justice Brewer Opens the New United 
States Court of Appeals. — 


AN IMPOSING CEREMONY IN THE FED- 
ERAL BUILDING TO-DAY. 


The Supreme Bench Associate Justice and 
Judges Caldwell and Thayer Preside 
at the Organization of a New OCourt— 
A Notable Legal Gathering—The Pro- 
ceedings. 


Shortly before noon to-day the beautiful 
and imposing apartment on the third floor of 
the Custom-house building, known hereto- 
fore as the United States District Court-room, 
ost its identity in that connection forever. 
It became the United States Court of Appeals 
room, and the organization of such a court, 
standing, as it does, inlegal dignity next to 
the United States Supreme Court itself, was 
accompanied by all the ceremony and im- 
pressiveness proper to such an occasion. 

For the first time in the history of. court 
ceremonies in 8t. Louis an Associate Justice 
of the United States Supreme Court presided 
at a local function. He was accompanied by 
the United States Circuit Judge and the 
United States District Judge of the Eighth 
Judicial District, and under the direction of 
this distinguished trio the formalities attend- 
ing the formation and opening of the United 
States District Court of Appeals, the newly 
created tribunal destined to play a large and 
important part inthe legal history of the 
future, were carried forward with all due 
solemnity. 

A NOTABLE GATHERING. 

The importance and significance of the cer- 
emonies, which began promptly at 11 o’clock, 
was attested by as notablea legal gathering 
as was ever seen in St. Louls. Before the 


hourannounced for the opening the large 
court-room was filled with the local legal tal- 
ent and with many visitors from other points 
anxious to witness the imposing ceremonies. 
The presence of ladies was also most notice- 
able and added brightness to a scene that 
would otherwise, in the dim shade of the 
court-room, have been rather somber in col- 
oring. Every preparation had been 
made for the accommodation of 
an unusual attendance, and the 
precaution was well taken, for there was not 
a vacant chair in the entire vast hall of jus- 
tice when the opening hour arrived. Among 
the prominent lawyers present were noticed 
United States District Attorney Geo.

The long rows of chairs facing the judicial 
bench, where stood the three high-backed, 
leather-padded chairs of the judges, were 
filled with expectant spectators whose eyes 
were riveted upon the little door leading 
from the District Chambers, through which 
the trio were to pass. Directly over this door 
hung the large oil portrait of Judge Samuel 
Treat, which is now out of place since the 
room in which he so ably presided has for- 
ever changed its judicial character. There 
was no decoration of the interior of the court- 
room, and with the southern and western 
shades lowered on account of the mid-sum- 
mer heat, a quiet half-li<ht added to the 
picturesque features of the memorable scene. 

ENTRANCE OF THE JUDGES. 

Exactly at il o’clock the door of the District 
Chambers opened. Passing through the 
opening with a slow and dignified movement 
came first Associate Supreme Justice Brewer, 
the black silK gown of the Supreme Court en- 
veloping his figure. One hand, from which 
fell away the flowing sleeve of the judicial 
gown, showing a white sleeve and cuff under- 
neath, was held partly across the breast, 
clasping a roll of manuscript. The other 
hung easily at the side. The gown, thrown

Justice Brewer, following this announce- 
ment and without rising from his seat, said: 

‘*‘We are met here now, gentlemen, to or- 
ganize a United States Oircuit Court of Ap- 
peals in accordance with the laws creating 
such court. The first step necessary is to 
swear in the officers of that court.’’ 

United States Circuit Clerk Selby then 
arose, and the newly appointed Clerk of the 
United States Circuit Court of Appedls, John 
D, Jordan of Des Moines, Io., advanced and 
stood before him. .The oath was 
administered and the new clerk taking Clerk 
Selby’s place swore in the newly-appointed 
Marshal, Wm. R. Hodge, of St. Louls. 
Balliffs Walter Atkinson, George J. Hazlett 
and Bertram were next administered the 
oath, this concluding the swearingin of all 
the newly appointed officers. 

JUSTICE BREWER’S SPEECH. 

A moment of silence followed this feature of 
the ceremony. Then, from his seat, Justice 
Brewer began his address upon the organiza- 
tion of the new Federal Court. It was deliv- 
ered without any attempt at effect, and 
occasionally in so low a tone as to be almost 
inaudible to the lIistener. The manner 
of Justice Brewer was exceedingly earnest 
throughout, and as he leaned forward from 
his chair, his pale face intent with thought, 
his wide-sleeved arm lifted occasionally, the 
flowing lines of the form adding dignity to 
his appearance, he made a striking and un- 
usual figure. 

‘*It gives me great pleasure,’’ he said in 
opening, ‘‘to recallin this manner the years 
of my service here, My work was hard, and 
the burden was always heavy, yet my life 
and work in this circult are among the pleas- 
antest recollections of my life. I have a 
kindly feeling towards the Eighth 
Judicial Circuit and the members thereof. 
There was always, I think and I hope, a cor- 
dial and a friendly relation between the 
bench and the bar, which applies to every 
member. I am very sure that during the 
years of my service here the decorum of the 
court was always maintained with the 
proper dignity through the respect of the 
bar, and there was never a question as to 
its administration. Inever had occasion to 
usa the power of the court in preserving or- 
der. Muchofthe pleasure of my recollec- 
tions is due tothe aid and co-operation of 
my associates, The Eighth Circuit is the 
largest judicial circuit in this country, if not 
in the world, and my work in it will always 
remain among the pleasantest memories of 
miy life. 

JOHN D. JORDAN, CLERE. 

John D. Jordan, the new clerk, is a young 
looking man, about 8 years of age. He was 
born and raised in Davenport, Io., and when 
a boy, sixteen years ago, mea clerk in 
the United States Circuit Clerk’s office in 
Des Moines, Io. He has served in that office 
up to the present time, filling all positions, 
from junior clerk to chief deputy, and is 
familiar with all branches ofa court clerk’s 
business. He began building his fences for 
the position given him months ago, 
and being prominent in the Legion of 
Honor was supported in his ambitions by 
the influential members of that organization. 
His salary will be $3,000 per year and his office 
will adjoin the court on the third floor of the 
Federal Building. Court will De in session 
but four months in the yearand Mr. Jordan 
will probably remain at his home in Des 
Moines during the vacation of court. 

Ly WILLIAM R. HODGES, MARSHAL. 

Few appointments could have given such 
satisfaction to the citizens of 8t. Louis as 
that of W. R. Hodgesas Marshal of the new 
United States Circuit Court. Capt. 
Hodges is a native of Washing- 
ton, and on the outbreak of 
the rebellion enteredthearmy. He served 
inthe Army of the Tennessee, and attained 
an enviable reputation on account of his ex- 
ceptional gallantry. Shortly after the close 
of the war he settled. in S&t. Louis, 
and has been a_ resident of this 
city ever since. He has been 
closely identified with all schemes for the ad- 
vancement of the city, suggested the idea of 
street illumination during the fall festivities 
and organized the bureau of information. 
Soon after the organization of the Missouri 
Commandery of the Loyal Legion Capt. 
Hodges was elected Recorder, and filled the 
place so ably that there has never since been 
a candidate entered against him. Capt. 
Hodges is known as an art critic and has 
written many articles for the leadingart pub 
lications of the country. 

THE NEW COURT’S FIRST RECESS. 

When Judge Brewer had concluded his ad- 
dress, he asked Judges Thayer and Caldwell, 
sitting beside him, if they wished to make 
any remarks and learning that they 
did not, he said the new Oourt of Appeals 
was open for business. As it was within a 
few minutes of noon he said the court would 
take arecess until 20’clock. The attorneys 
then flocked tothe bench and shook hands 
with Justice Brewer, as many of his nearest 
friends have not seen him since he left this 
city some time ago to go onthe Supreme 
bench. The three Judges, the new Clerk and 
Marshal remained on the platform fifteen 
minutes receiving their friends. Judge 
Brewer was soon surrounded by a host of 
old friends, among whom were many ladies. 
He held an informal levee for a quarter of ah 
hour, after which he again retired with 
Judges Caldwell and Thayer.

DEATH'S DREADBOLT| 
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A Lightning Stroke Causes a Tragedy 
in Forest Park. 


IT FALLS UPON A PICNIC PARTY with 
FEARFUL EFFECT. 


Little Sadie McArthur Struck Dead, @ 
Lady Fatally Injured and Three 
Others Knocked Senseless—Trees Up- 
rooted, Great Damage Done and & 
Frightful Scene of Panic. 


About 1lo’clock this afternoon the storm 
clouds which had been lowering over 
the city all the morning, making 
the heat ten times more oppressive, broke, 
and fora few minutes the city was deluged 
with rain, while thunder rolled and 
lightning played in the sky. The 
storm was attended by a heavy wind that 
played havoc with trees and buildings going 
up all over the city. 

There were several picnic parties 
passing the day in Forest Park. The storm 
came upon them with but little warning and 
there wasa scramble for the restaurant and 
other places of shelter. The lightning struck 
in several places and with fatal result 
in one instance. The violence of the 
storm lasted barely half an hour, and 
by 2 o’clock the Mghtning had ceased and 
the thunder was rolling away from the city. 

LIGHTNING’S DREAD STROKE. 

At 1.30 the lightning struck a shed on pic- 
nic grounds No. 4, tn Forest Park, in which 
five persons of a picnic party had taken refuge 
from the storm. Sadie McArthur, a little

street, was In- 
stantly killed. Mrs. Nellie Golden, a married 
lady, whose husband lives at 833 Gratiot 
street, was shocked into insensibility by the 
stroke, and lay like one dead fora long time 
after the efforts to resuscitate her had begun. 
THE OTHER INJURED. 

Miss Laura Beauclerc, who lives at 1528 
Bacon street, was also knocked senseless by 
the shock, but revived shortly after assist- 
ance came. 

Kate Bender, a girl of 10 years, was also 
struck to the ground, as was another lady 
whose name was not known by any of the 
persons on the grounds. 

The stroke of lightning knocked the shed 
and the closet to pieces, and the frame build- 
ing fell apart in tull view of the 
horrified picnic party. A rush was made for 
the shed, and a doctor was called 
for. There was none on 
the gound, and inexperienced 
bands had to engage inthe werk of reviving 
them. The McArthur girl had been shocked 
to death apparently and not touched by the 
lightning, forneither her clothes nor her 
flesh was burned. 

Mrs. Golden could not be revived en- 
tirely, but by the timethe police ambulance 
arrived after a fast gallop from the police 
station; She was moaning and mutter- 
ing deliriously. Her condition is critical, 
and it is thought she will die. j 

THE INJURED CARED FOR. 
Mrs. Golden and the two girls, Laura Beau-

Her face was beginning to 
show great red and livid spots when the 
corpse was lifted from the wagon and laid 
upon the slab. 

The fifth person injured, the woman whose 
name is unknown, was placed In a convey- 
ance by friends and driven away from the 
grounds rapidly. 

St. Bridget’s Parochial School, at Jefferson 
avenue and Stoddard street, held its 
picnic on ground No, 4 to-day, 
and the party struck by lightning had come 
with the school party in the morning. The 
three girls struck were pupils of the 
School. Sadie McArthur was one of the 
brightest and most popular scholars in the 
school. 

SIGNAL SERVIE REPORT. 

The Signal Service report on the storm to- 
day states that it extends through the entire 
West and Northwest, ranging from San Anto- 
nio, Tex., to Bismarck, N. D. The sudden- 
ness of the local storm and the unusual light- 
ning accompanying itis caused by excessive 
heat prevailing for the past few days, the 
electric supply generated having become 
unusual inamount. Locally the storm is ex- 
pected to last throughout to-night, with oc- 
casional electrical disturbances until the 
atmosphere again becomes normal. The 
stormis of the same general character as 
that of last week, during which the bursting 
of the water spout near Gainsville, Tex.. 
created such widespread havoc and damage. 

Hair an hour later the clouds which had 
been rolling away banked up again and there 
was another heavy rainfall with thunder and 
lightning.

At about midnight 
they got into .a row and some 
one of their number, supposed to be one of 
the Frenchmen, slugged Matson. There was 
a French woman near by, who began scream- 
ingand carried the news to the night tele- 
graph operator.

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DISSATISFIED CATTLEMEN. 


Serious Complaints Made Concerning the 
Action of the Interior Department. 
This morning T. J. Delaney of Leaven- 
worth, Kan., arrived in thecity and regis- 
tered at the Lindell. Mr. Delaney is largely 
interested in cattle in Southern Kansas, and 
is one of those who left the Indian Territory 
on the order of the Secretary of the Interior. 
‘*‘We who obeyed the order,’’ Mr. Delaney 
said, ‘‘feel that we have been very unjustly 
treated. We vacated the Cherokee Strip, 
taking with us all our cattle, and at 
great expense obtained pasturage for 
them in Kansas and Texas. We 
believed, in fact we were assured, 
that the Government would see to it that no 
cattle were allowed to remain in the strip. 
We could have given the authorities at Wash- 
in gtop a great Gealof trouble in getting us 
out, but did not do so, carrying out the law 
in every respect. Now we are suffering for 
it. Imstead of attempting to clear the strip 
of cattle, the Government officials have done 
scarcely anything beyond issuing orders. 
Those who obeyed them went out, those who 
did not choose to do so stayed, and they are 
there yet. Itisalow estimate tu say that at 
the present time there are 200,000 head 
in the Cherokee strip, not one of which 
ought to be there. The cattlemen have 
made some arrangement with the Indians by 
which the latter do not disturb them, and 
to-day they are feeding their stock on what 
is practically free grass. The injustice of 
this is apparent to any one who knows how 
the markets are going in Eastern Kansas. 
The poachers having almost no expense can 
undersell us, and persistently do so. We 
cannot dispose of our cattle ip open market, 
but the men on the strip are always ready to 
buy at a low price, and many hundred head 
bave thus been obtained, as the law-abiding 
citizens had not the capital to hoid out 
against the poachers. It seems very 
unjust that we should be so severely pun- 
ished for obedience to the law, especially as 
it is evident that the injustice cam be cor- 
rected by a little activity on the part of the 
Interior Department. Whether the rule in re- 
gard to the Cherokee strip was wise or not in 
its inception, therecan be no doubt what- 
ever in regard to the injustice of allowing 
those who obeyed the mandate to suffer be- 
cause of their obedience. 
‘*The matter was presented to Secretary 
Noble while he was at Hot Springs, and he 
promised to correct the evil. Nothing has 
been done so far, andi am now on my way to 
Washington to urge that the law be en- 
forcea.’’

THE ILLINOIS DRAINAGE LAWS. 


Decision in the Case of Piatt County vs. 
E. C. Bodman. 


MONTICELLO, Ill., June 16.—The Supreme 
Court of Dlinoishas just decided avery im- 
portant case from Piatt County in relation to 
the drainage laws. The case was that of the 
People vs. E. O. Bodman of New York, who 
has large landed interests in Platt County. 
The decision by Judge Magruder is tothe ef- 
fect that owners of the land 
outside of a drainage district who 
connect their ditches with those of the dis- 
trict or have their drainage by and through 
the district ditches by some other mode than 
by connecting directly with such district 
ditches, shall be deemed to have involun- 
tarily applied to have their lands included in 
such districts, and it becomes the duty of 
commissioners to classify and tax such lands, 
the same as other lands of the district. The 
decision settles the liability of some 6,000 
acres of land owned by Bodman in this 
county and thousands of acres in other 
centers.
